A 23-year-old Hispanic male was electrocuted 
Tuesday morning just before 9 a.m. at the Vista 
home of Tom and Sue Lucas. 

Jesus Calderon was apparently trimming 
branches off a tree about 35 feet above the ground 
when his metal pruning sheers went over a Sou¬ 
thern California Edison line of 16,000 volts. The 
victim was killed instantly, said Sierra Madre Vol¬ 
unteer Fire Dept. Assistant Chief Roger Lowe who 
also served as incident commander Tuesday morning. 
The department was called at 8:46 a.m. 

“He went to the top of a 10-foot ladder and 
had to walk through the tree to get to the 35- 
foot line to prune. He was apparently trying to bal¬ 
ance in the tree, standing on the top branch. The 
electric lines were 45 feet up and he was ready to 
prune when he hooked the line with the stick,’’ 
Lowe said. 

“He fell into the tree and we called Southern 
California Edison since the wires were still ener¬ 
gized. The victim was extricated from the tree. 
We used a ladder truck from Arcadia Fire Department. 
Our equipment is not as safe as that truck com¬ 
pany,’’ Lowe explained. 

Bob Alexander, owner of the company for whom 
the deceased worked, Alexander Tree Service, said 
that the victim was tied to the tree for safety. 


He said, “He was like a son to me. I am devas¬ 
tated by his death.” Alexander said the deceased 
has a brother, Joel, who also lives in Pasadena; 
the parents live in Mexico. 

Greg Woodson, area manager of Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia Edison, said that he received a call at 9:10 
a.m. and they arrived at 9:20 and cut off energy 
immediately. “We were just beginning to work the 
day so our crew was handy and available to respond 
immediately.” 

The Los Angeles County Coroner removed the 
body at 11 a.m. Also there were the Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty District Attorney representatives as well as Arcadia 
and Sierra Madre Fire Departments and the local 
police department. 

Norma Sullivan, who lives across the street, 
heard a yell at about 8:55 a.m., according to her 
husband, Frank. 

Sullivan also said that a former owner of the 
Vista property who moved away 15 years ago insist¬ 
ed that Southern California Edison make an exten¬ 
sion to the pole which lifted the electric wires to 
45 feet. 

Tom and Sue Lucas, at whose home the tragedy 
occurred, explained that they had nothing to say and 
explained that it was “an unfortunate accident.” 


Lessed Garcia dies of leukemia; funds continue to be sought 


Lessed Garcia, the leukemia victim whom Sierra 
Madre Little League adopted in June, died at 3 a.m. 
Wednesday, July 28, at Children’s Hospital. The 
child had been in a coma for a week in the last stages 
of leukemia which she originally contracted on Mar. 27, 
1990. The disease returned May 20, 1991 and she had 
been Undergoing chemotherapy treatment since that 
time. 

The funeral was to be held Tuesday, Sept. 3, 
7-8 p.m. at Live Oak in Monrovia. The wake was 
held at the Ralph Griffin home at 411 Santa Anita 
Court in Sierra Madre. The family will fly Lessed’s 
body to Guadalajara, Mexico, where she will be 
buried. 

Ralph Griffin told The News about an experience 
that happened to the Garcia family just before the 
child died: 


At 3 a.m. Wednesday, Lessed woke from a coma 
and sat straight up. She said, “Mommie, mommie, 
wake up. There’s a blond man in white clothes at 
the door. Let him in.” Her mother went to the door, 
found no one and told her daughter that there was 
no one there. She said, “Yes there is.” Then she 
said to her parents, “1 can’t see you and daddy cry 
anymore. I’m going to go.” Lessed put her head on 
her pillow and died. 

Griffin, president of Little League in Sierra 
Madre, had mounted a campaign at the game on 
June 8 to raise funds for the Garcia family. On that 
day alone, $3224 in checks and bills was stuck into 
the fence at the field. Included in that sum was a 
check for $1000 which came from Marco Carreau of 
USA for Health Care for whom Griffin works. From 


that time on, money was sent in by tnends toward 
acquiring a bone marrow transplant for the 9-year- 
old child. 

Griffin was responsible for making available a 
mobile lab on Sunday, June 30, in Memorial Park 
where area residents signed up for bone marrow reg¬ 
istry. 

Unfortunately, no match was found in time for 
Lessed; however, many transplants were made avail¬ 
able for others in the future. 

Money that was raised assisted in paying for the 
funeral and for the body to be transported. 

Griffin urges area residents to open their hearts 
to the Lessed Garcia Leukemia Fund with donations 
to be dropped off at the Sierra Madre News office, 
9 Kersting Court. “We still have a way to go to catch 


up on some of the expenses,” Griffin said. 

Lessed’s brother, Edgar, is a member of the Little 
League. Lessed’s father, Mauel, is an assistant gard¬ 
ener, and he and the children are U. S. citizens. Les¬ 
sed’s mother, Socorro, is a Mexican citizen. 

The family will fly the body to Mexico and there 
is some question as to whether or not Socorro will be 
allowed back, said Griffin. 

Lessed, who would have entered fourth grade at 
Sierra Madre Elementary School, was being taught 
at home until she became too ill. 

Again, those who wish to assist with expenses 
for the Garcias should bring their donations to The 
News office and the money will be turned over to the 
Lessed Garcia Leukemia Fund to pay some of the 
bills.

Task Force presents ordinance to Council, Commission seminar Sept. 17 


Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan complimented the 
Hillside Ordinance Task Force for the job of put¬ 
ting together the ordinance, at the meeting last week 
with the Sierra Madre City Council, Planning Com¬ 
mission and the task force. 

Dale Beland, chairman of the task force, told 
the groups that he thought the ordinance was “fair, 
equitable and rational...Is it too ambiguous? You 
need to evaluate each Conditional Use Permit 
(CUP). It IS conditional ..The burden of proof is 
on the applicant for all constraints.” 

The groups agreed to a procedure manual and 
indexing the ordinance to make it easier and more 
efficient for developers or builders “at least in the 
beginning.” 


Remembering that the moratorium expires on 
Nov. 6, the groups attempted to set up a chrono¬ 
logical schedule for themselves, “expecting all the 
pieces to fit together,” as City Administrator Jim 
McRea cautioned the groups. 


The ordinance will go to the Planning Commis¬ 
sion for a public hearing on Sept. 19, hopefully, 
and, if there are no hitches, to the City Council on 
Sept. 24. Other meetings for review would be 
City Council meetings in October, leading up to the 
final decisions.

...facilitate hillside preservation...assure that all 
development shall be designed to fit the existing 
land form...preserve significant features of the 
natural topography of the hillside areas, including 
swales, canyons, knolls, ridgelines, and rock out¬ 
crops...provide a safe means of ingress and egress...” 
It discusses fire hazards, proper materials of con¬ 
struction...preventing exposure to geological and 
geotechnic hazards. 


The 38-page ordinance is available at City 
Hall and at the library for those who wish to 
review the document. Unfortunately, the entire or¬ 
dinance will not be published in the Sierra Madre 
News until it has passed all scrutiny and is adopted.

Arcadia City Council berates Sierra Madre; 
Suggests giving street back or seizing it

Because the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre City Council unani¬ 
mously opposed a pro¬ 
posed plan to improve 
Orange Grove Ave. which 
had been approved 5-0 
by the Arcadia City Coun¬ 
cil on Tuesday night, the 
latter accused Sierra Mad¬ 
re of thwarting efforts for 
that improvement and of 
leaving Arcadia in a lia¬ 
ble situation. 

Councilman George 
Fasching, who said that 
he was dumbfounded by 
Sierra Madre’s action, 
noted that Sierra Madre 
City Council’s vote put 
the street’s progress back 
16 years. 


There seemed to be 
general concensus that 
Arcadia would consider 
giving the whole street 
back to Sierra Madre and 
let that city redevelop the 
entire street. On the other 
hand, there was comment 
that Arcadia might take 
over the whole street. 

“We’ve shown a great 
deal of sensitivity to the 
people who live on that 
street,” commented Coun¬ 
cilman Robert Harbicht, 
who added that Sierra 
Madre is holding the 
49,000 residents of Ar¬ 
cadia hostage, because 
of the liability problem. 

At the Arcadia Council 
meeting two weeks ago. 


it was pointed out that 
the liability stems from 
the refuse trucks trying 
to do their job on a 
narrow street, forcing 
automobiles to encroach 
into oncoming traffic to 
go around the trash trucks. 

While the issue of 
Orange Grove Avenue 
was not an agenda item, 
Harbicht brought the mat¬ 
ter up for discussion, and 
the council ended up di¬ 
recting staff to develop 
a resolution directed to 
the city of Sierra Madre 
and urging timely action 
and the consideration of 
taking over the entire 
street. “Let them know 
how we feel,” said Mayor 


Charles Gilb. 

Gilb also suggested the 
possibility of a lawsuit 
against Sierra Madre if 
the two cities cannot come 
to terms. 

The plan which was ap¬ 
proved by Arcadia City 
Council and turned down 
by Sierra Madre does not 
require significant widen¬ 
ing of the existing road¬ 
way, minimizes destruc¬ 
tion of substantial trees, 
minimally affects the 
rustic character of the exist¬ 
ing roadway and does not 
include radical grade 
changes, according to a 
report prepared by George 
Watts, Arcadia City Man¬ 
ager.

With the June 28 Sierra Madre earth¬ 
quake still fresh in our minds, we wonder if 
and when the “big one” will hit. Will 
lightning strike in the same place? 

Sometime between now and the 21st cen¬ 
tury, there’s a 50 percent chance that some 
part of the United States will be rocked by a 
huge earthquake—with potentially 
catastrophic consequences. 

What would the damage of such a 
quake be? A quake the size of the 1906 San 
Francisco earthquake could produce in¬ 
sured losses of $5 billion to $6 billion, ac¬ 
cording to California’s State Department of 
Insurance. That’s from “shake” damage 
alone. 

One study showed fire losses could 
range from $4 billion to $15 billion in the 
San Francisco area and from $5 billion to 
$17 billion in the Los Angeles area. Unin¬ 
sured losses could place the total damage in 
the $50 billion range. 

By creating a fund now. Congress can 
set standards for insurance that will ensure 
people’s needs are met and also limit and 
impact of the catastrophe on the rest of the 
nation.

More about that white Chevrolet station 
wagon... 

So off to school at Pasadena City College 
went three firemen, to study to become certified 
Emergency Medical Technicians. As soon as 
they were certified the station wagon was pur¬ 
chased and equipped with emergency supplies 
such as back boards, stretchers, medical case 
with bandages, tapes and such and other nec¬ 
essary materials to take care of first aid that 
might be needed by the injured or ill patient. 

As 1 recall the first 30 days of operation 
the unit answered about 115 calls ranging from 
cuts and sprains to heart attacks and auto acci¬ 
dents. The unit, named by Chief Brown, the 
Emergency First Aid Unit, operated 24 hours a 
day. During daytime hours, from 7 a.m. to 
5 p.m., the unit was parked at the corner of 
Baldwin and Sierra Madre Boulevard at Kersting 
Court. In the evenings and throughout the night 
and on Saturdays and Sundays it was operated 
from the home of one of the EMTs. 

Two employees of the Sierra Madre News 
were the first response team to answer any emer¬ 


gency calls. They were dispatched via radio by 
the Police Department. Depending, of course, 
on the distance the call was from the base sta¬ 
tion, some of the emergency calls were answered 
within two or three minutes after they reached 
the dispatcher at the police station. 

The unit was not a transport unit. They 
would receive the calls and respond to the loca¬ 
tion. Necessary first aid was immediately given 
and if the incident was serious enough ambu¬ 
lance service was ordered. The ambulance ser¬ 
vice used was Arcadia Ambulance Service and 
most of the time it took from five to 15 minutes 
for them to arrive at the scene of the incident. 
From there transport was made to the hospital. 
This service was quite expensive for the patient, 
running around $100 at the time. Later on it was 
increased to as high as $125 depending on which 
hospital the transport was made to. 

The white station wagon served the emer¬ 
gency medical needs of the citizens for a number 
of years but members of the Fire Department 
continued to dream of Sierra Madre having its 
own ambulance service.

On the first day in Communications 101 at 
Northern Illinois University, the professor made 
a significant point: “It isn’t what you say that’s 
important, it’s what your audience hears!” 

The Letters to the Editor column of this 
newspaper and the majority of feedback re¬ 
ceived at the Business Improvement District 
(BID) information meetings strongly suggests 
local business and property owners are not 
hearing what proponents are intending to say. 

With no intent of being argumentative, 
judgmental or snide, this is what I hear. 

The chamber board has accepted respon¬ 
sibility for continuing the downtown revital¬ 
ization programs begun by the city-initiated 
Main Street program. That responsibility was 
accepted because there is a belief that the Main 
Street volunteer organizational structure is 
causing and supporting desirable, positive action 
downtown. The chamber board also recognizes 
the need to expand the chamber program beyond 
downtown, to address broader community de¬ 
velopment issues, to attract industrial and 
and home-based business owners. There is a 
further belief that a basic requirement for con¬ 
tinued and expanded economic development— 


throughout Sierra Madre as well as downtown 
—is to have staff that is trained and exper¬ 
ienced in organizational management. 

The board’s basic premise is that oppor¬ 
tunities occur, problems develop and things hap¬ 
pen thdt affect the business community. The 
chamber has historically attempted to represent 
the business community’s interests at these 
times. 

Traditional, totally voluntary funding 
methods have not provided sufficient income 
to allow the chamber to represent the bus¬ 
iness community as effectively as they deserve. 
A successful BID can provide both a funding 
base as well as a program development mech¬ 
anism to produce an effective business com¬ 
munity-oriented voice in Sierra Madre. 

That’s what I hear the chamber attempting 
to say as proponents of the hotly debated BID. 

In return, I hear a sincere belief that the 
economic condition of downtown—Sierra Ma¬ 
dre in general—is fine, there is no need to 
spend any money or effort in economic devel¬ 
opment. They appear to believe the “buy local” 
concept can be installed in a majority of Sierra 
Madre residents. In communities across 
the country that position is often called one 
of'‘no growth.” 

Some appear to believe the business com¬ 
munity does not need to, or cannot be ef¬ 
fectively represented in the community decision¬ 
making process by themselves or by a group of 
their peers. They seem to suggest the busines 
community’s interests are best represented 
through volunteers with nominal staff manage¬ 
ment skills. 

I also hear a lot of confusion, a good 
deal of apathy and concern about the chamber’s 
ability to adequately manage the funds they 
seek. 

A formal public hearing on the proposed 
business improvement district is scheduled for 
Tuesday, Sept. 10. What will be important is 
not what is said, but what is heard.

One small casualty of the June 28 earthquake 
was the fountain located in a patio garden at the 
Sierra Madre Skilled Nursing Facility. The facility 
itself came through with practically no damage but 
the fountain toppled over, broke in pieces and is 
beyond repair. 

SNF Activity Director Dorothy Tillquist knew 
how much the SNF residents enjoyed this bit of 
sparkle and sound of water in the garden and 
immediately went to work to see about purchasing 
a new fountain. Members of the SNF Auxiliary 
knew, too, that it was important to replace this 
bit of pleasure for the residents. They dipped into 
the Auxiliary treasury for the full amount of the 
cost needed for the replacement. In this time of 
drought be assured that the water being used in the 
fountain is recycled. 

This SNF fountain is very special for another 


reason. It was placed in the garden in 1984 by 
Tillquist and dedicated to longtime Sierra Madre 
resident Janet Wood. Wood was a member of a 
pioneer Sierra Madre family who loved this facility 
very much. She donated many hours of service as a 
volunteer with the patients, was a charter member 
of both the SNF Board of Directors and the SNF 
Auxiliary. She was made Member Emeritus of the 
Board and an Honorary Life Member of the 
Auxiliary. Wood died in September 1989 at age 95. 

Tillquist’s brother. Dr. George Groth Jr., built 
this facility in 1957 carrying out a dream of their 
father Dr. George Groth Sr. that the city of Sierra 
Madre should have a hospital. When the young 
doctor moved out of the city he sold the hospital 
to the community and it became the nonprofit 
Sierra Madre Community Hospital. In 1972, a skilled 
nursing wing was added. In 1983, the Sierra Madre 
Community Hospital affiliated with Methodist 
Hospital of Southern California-

A young woman, whom 
I will call Sarah, was 
a member of the church 
I served before coming 
to Sierra Madre. Sarah’s 
family was active in the 
church, but she was not. 
Curious about this situa¬ 
tion, I arranged to make 
a pastoral visit at her 
home. 

While we sat in the liv¬ 
ing room, Sarah’s two 
young children played 
noisily throughout the 
house. She was clearly a 
very happy mother, and 
took great pride and de¬ 
light in her kids. When I 
mentioned the Sunday 
School to her, she broke 
down in tears. 1 let her 
regain her composure be¬ 
fore asking what had up¬ 
set her. Then the story 
came tumbling out. 

After the birth of her 
second child, Sarah’s 
doctor told her that her 
uterus had become so 
weakened that she would 
not be able to have any 
more children. She and 
her husband took this 
news with disappoint¬ 
ment, but they were able 
to adjust. Then, to her 
great surprise, she became 
pregnant again. The doc¬ 
tor’s view was blunt: if she 
carried this pregnancy to 
term, she might die. It 
was then that Sarah and 
her husband made the 
decision to have an early- 
term abortion. 

She had kept her secret 


from everyone except fam¬ 
ily members for nearly 
two years until she told 
me. It was clear that she 
was still holding feelings 
of guilt along with the 
memory of her loss. Be¬ 
cause of this, she thought 
herself unworthy to come 
to church and be with all 
the good people. 

Up to that moment, I 
had not deeply under¬ 
stood the statement in the 
United Methodist Social 
Principles regarding a- 
bortion: “We recognize 
tragic conflicts of life 
with life that may justify 
abortion.” This sentence 
is found within a larger 
context that is accurately 
described as recognizing 
the sanctity of human life. 

Of course, this issue 
has the churches split right 
down the middle. “Pro- 
choice” and “Pro-life” 
demonstrators are clash¬ 
ing at the barricades. 
What sometimes gets lost 
in the debate are the peo¬ 
ple like Sarah and her 
family, faced with a tra¬ 
gic conflict of life with 
life. In that case, my 
denomination’s Social 
Principles helped me to 
be a better pastor, wel¬ 
coming Sarah into the 
fellowship of the church. 

A wise preacher once 
said that the church is 
not a hotel for saints; it 
is a hospital for sinners. 
Come to church this Sun¬ 
day and find a friend!

The application of the 
spiritual principle of the 
oneness of mankind to 
the life of the nation 
would necessitate and 
make possible vast changes 
in the economic status of 
the non-white segments 
of the population. Al¬ 
though poverty afflicts 
members of all races, its 
victims tend to be largely 
people of color. Pre¬ 
judice and discrimina¬ 
tion have created a dis¬ 
parity in standards of 
living, providing some 
with excessive economic 
advantage while denying 
others the bare necessi¬ 
ties for leading healthy 
and dignified lives. Poor 
housing, deficient diet, 
inadequate health care, 
insufficient education are 
consequences of poverty 
that afflict African Amer¬ 
icans, American Indians, 
and Hispanic Americans 
more than they afflict 
the rest of the population. 
The cost to society at 
large is heavy. 

Evidence of the nega¬ 
tive effect of racial and 
ethnic conflict on the e- 


conomy has prompted a 
number of businesses and 
corporations to institute 
educational programs that 
teach conflict resolution 
and are designed to eli¬ 
minate racial and ethnic 
tensions from the work¬ 
place. These are import¬ 
ant steps and should be 
encouraged. If, however, 
they are intended primar¬ 
ily to save the economy, 
no enduring solution will 
be found to the disastrous 
consequences of racism. 
For it cannot suffice to 
offer academic educa¬ 
tion and jobs to people 
while at the same time 
shutting them out because 
of racial prejudice from 
normal social intercourse 
based on brotherly love 
and mutual respect. The 
fundamental solution - 
the one that will reduce 
violence, regenerate and 
focus the intellectual and 
moral energy of minor¬ 
ities, and make them part¬ 
ners in the construction 
of a progressive society - 
rests ultimately on the 
common recognition of 
the oneness of human¬ 
kind.

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Teachers see science, 
technology in action 


In order to do some¬ 
thing about critics’ claim 
that kids are not prepar¬ 
ed for the rapidly chang¬ 
ing world of technology, 
six Arcadia Unified School 
Districf teachers went to 
the Technology Center of 
Silicon Valley in San Jose 
last month for a 10-day 
institute on science and 
technology. 

Pann Baltz from Cam- 
ino Grove Elementary 
School, Eloise Clausen 
from First Avenue Junior 
High and Mike Allee, a 
life science teacher at Ar¬ 
cadia High, are science 
mentors who took part 
in the workshop, which 
emphasized critical think¬ 
ing and problem solving 
skills in teaching science 
and technology and relat¬ 
ing both to industry. 

Other local educators 
who were the only South¬ 


ern California teachers 
among the 40 participants 
who were invited to the 
institute were Wayne 
Fountain and Jeff Kiefer 
from AHS and Cheryl 
Jurrus, Foothills Junior 
High. 

The teachers visited and 
talked with people in in¬ 
dustry, such as Hewlett 
Packard, Calgene and 
Genentech, and did hands- 
on science exploration with 
topics such as genetic 
fingerprinting, space ex¬ 
ploration and microelec¬ 
tronics. 

At Hewlett Packard in 
Palo Alto, they learned 
that 75 percent of the 
profits in that firm come 
from products made in 
three previous years, ex¬ 
plained Baltz, who said 
that at Calgene in Davis, 
scientists are working at 
genetically engineering 
crops so that they will 


grow better, resisting frost 
and disease. 

Participnts also created 
a hyperbot, a vehicle which 
can maneuver on what 
scientists expect to find 
on Mars and selected a 
crew suitable for the two- 
year trip to Mars and 
back, according to Baltz. 
She said the institute, 
which she describes as 
“incredibly exciting,” gave 
her ideas, particularly in 
problem solving, which 
she will incorporate in 
her fourth-fifth grade 
combination class. 

Allee, who has taught 
at AHS for 20 years, 
explained that the parti¬ 
cipating teachers saw tech¬ 
nology being used and how 
technology is brought into 
education. Business has 
realized the importance of 
technology and now “we’¬ 
ve got to get technology 
into schools,” added Allee. 


To give the public an 
opportunity to share their 
viewpoints about recom¬ 
mendations made by the 
Arcadia Unified School 
District’s Facilities Task 
Force II, three public 
hearings have been sched¬ 
uled.
